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Hong Kong’s Peril from Civil War. 


RITERS of editorial articles in the daily papers haye been at 

pains of late to reiterate that the prospects of another civil 
war in China are no concern of anybody in this Colony: that no one 
here can interfere or take sides, These are excellently ex- 
pressed ideas—up to a point. Boyond that they neither impress’nor 
deceive others, least of all those involved in the daily fluctuations 
of trade‘ with Canton In particular and China in general. 

Are our memories eo short that we need to be reminded of the 
dire and prolonged havoc wrought to the trade of this Colony by the 
Chinese civil wars of the past, especially in the South-West? At 
f& moment when intensive exploration of every possible fresh avenue 
for commerce is essential to the well-being of this Colony, can we 
honestly remain indifferent to the chances of renewed strife and 
bloodshed in the nearest Chinese Province to this Colony? . 

For yeara past annual reports of our Chambers of Commerce 
and annual specthes by our captains of industry have bemoaned 
the deadening effect of Chinese civil war. on the trade of Hong 
Kong. Are we indifferent to the peril to our trade, small though 
it undoubtedly is at the moment owing to the slump in exchange, 
from another civil war within the next few weeks or even days? 

Interference — an ugly word — is not suggested. That would 
rightly be resented. But the strife exists between Canton on the 
one side and Nanking on the other side, Amongst the leaders of 
both parties there are some who are well known to be good friends 
to this Colony and to have many real friends, British and Chinese, 
in this Colony. Can we not look to the best brains here, both ‘Brit- 
ish and Chinese, to devise some’ means of friendly intervention 
whereby the existing differences can be amicably settled without 
recourse to a civil war that cannot but have a devastating effect 
upon the trade of Hong Kong? 

If the statesmen of Britain and Germany and the statesmen of 
France and Germany can meet in an atmosphere of friendlincss in 
a belated endeavour to lighten the gloom of the economic horizon 
in Europe, surely the enlightened leaders in Canton and Nanking 
can have moral suasion successfully brought to bear on them by the 
recognised heads of the British and Chinese communities in: Hong 
Kong to desist from civil war as a thing to be shunned like the 
plague ! ‘ 

Apart altogether from humanitarian’ considerations involving 
appalling loss of life and destruction of property, it is not a selfish 
but a natural desire to do all possible to avert the peril to Hong 
Kong from another civil war. Not the slightest. satisfaction can be 
gained from the knowledge that that would exercise an cqually 
blighting effect upon Canton’s trade with Hong Kong. In the net

Why did } continue to make non- 
dialogue film? ‘The silent picture, 
first of all, is a universal means 
of expression Talking pictures 
necessarily h aw limited — field, 
they are held down to the partigu- 
Tar lonseues of particular races, 

Tam confident that the future 
will see a return of interest In non 
talking: productions because there 
ig a constant demand for a medium 
that fs univ in its utility, It 
is axiomatic that true drama must 
be universal in its appeal—the 
ward clement might bo better,— 
and I believe the medium of pra- 
sentation should also be a univer- 
sal rather than a restricted one, 

Understand, { consider the talk- 
ing picture n valuable addition to 
the drammntic art, reyardless of its 
limitations; but E regard it only as 
an addition, not as a substitute, 
Certainly {ft could not be a sub- 
atitute for the motion picture that 
has advanced as a pantomimie art 
form so notably during ita brief 
twenty years of — story-tellinss. 
After all, pantomime has always 
been the universal means of con- 
munication, It existed as the 
universal tool lang before 
languages are fn the conflict of n 
comnion ignorance. Primitive folk 
used the sign language bfeore they 
were able ta form an intelligitte 
word. 

At what point in the world’s hia. 
tory pantomime first made ita ap- 
pearance ds speculative. 
edly it greatly antedates the. first 
records of it spart in Greck culture, 
It reached na highly definite develop. 
ment In Rome and was a distinct 
factor in the medineval mystery 
plays. Ancient Eyypt was adept | 
the sacrificial 
rites of Druidism and in the war 
dances of the aborigines of all 
lands it had a fixed place. 

Pantomime lies at the base of 
any form of drama, In the silent 


» form of photoplay it Ja the keynote. 


In the vocal form. it must always 
be an essential because non-visual 
drama leaves altagether too much 
to the imagination. If there fis any 
doubt ef this, an example Is the 
radio play. ’ 

Action is more generally under- 
stood than words, The lift of an 
eyebrow, however faint, may con- 
vey more than a hundred -words. 
Like the Chinese symbolism, it will 
ntean different things according to 
its scena connotation. Listen to a 
description of .some unfamilfar 
object.—an African wart-hog, for- 
example, then describe it; observe 
a pictuge of the anmal and note 
the yvagicty os astonishment. 

We henr®’ groat deal about chil- 
dren not goiny to the movies any 
more, and it is undoubtedly true 
that hundreds of thousands of 

rospective film patrons, of future 

Im-goers, young tots who former- 
ly thrilled to’ the silent sereen, do 
not attend any more becauso they 
are unable to follow the dialogue 
of talking pictures readily. On 
the other hand, they do dollow 
action unerringly. This is bocausc 
the cya is better trained than the 
ear. There ia nothing {n “City 
Lights” that ao child won't follow 
easily and understand, 3 

Iam u comedian and I know 
that pantomime is more ‘important 
{n comedy than it is in puro drama. 
It may be even more effective in 
~farco than in straight. comedy. 
These two differ in that the former 
implies the attainment of humour 
without logical actlon—{n fact, 
rather the reverse; and ‘the latter 
achieves tis ottninmant .of the. 
outcome to sheer legitimate motiva- 
tion. Silent comedy is more satis. 
factory cntortainmont for eh 
enuso mont. comedy depends on 
swiftness of action, and an avent 
can happen and be laughed at,be- 
fore it can bo tolf@ In words.
